Chapman’s report led President 
Truman to urge Congress to pass 
a strong federal mine inspection 
law.

“The states should still have 
power ... in view of the very 
fine improvement in the safety 
record over the years.” 

But Interior Secretary Chap- 
man, in his report, declared: “Evi- 
dence is clear that state govern- 
ments, taken as a group, have not 
done enough and are not doing 
enough to asgure this country 
against disasters in our coal 


mines. 

“In Illinois itself, where the 
Centralia explosion occurred, the 
new tragedy at West Frankfort 
clearly demonstrates the inade- 
Guacy of an approach which 
léaves all responsibility to the 
states.” 

Chapman related he had con- 
ferred on mine safety several 
times with Gov. Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois and said Stevenson got 
nowhere with his requests for a 
better mining code for the state. 

‘Chapman said the problem in 
Illinois and other states is not 
only a matter of inadequate laws, 
it involves the adequacy of state 
enforcement. This led him to the 
conclusion, he said, that federal 
enforcement of federal standards 
is necessary immediately.

The Government has filed a tax 
lien for $974.78 against former 
Assistant Attorney General T. La- 
mar Caudle and his wife.

MERCURY SKIDS 


TO 11; WILL HIT 
5 TO 10 TOMORROW 


The temperature will drop to 
5 to 10 above zero tomorrow 
morning, Meteorologist: Harry F. 
Wahlgren predicted today, 
However, he said the sharp 
winds which made today’s below- 
freezing temperatures particular- 
ly uncomfortable will have sub- 
sided. 

The mercury dipped to 11 de- 
grees at 6 o’clock this morning, 
giving St. Louicans their coldest 
weather of 1952. Winds last night 
and early today attained a veloc- 
ity of 25 to 30 miles an hour. 

St. Louis owes its current cold 
wave to a mass of continental 

arctic air that has sent the mer- 
cury plunging to 50 and 60 below 
in parts of Alaska. 

Kirksville, with 2 above, was 
the coldest place in the state this 
morning. A severe cold wave re- 
sulted in temperatures of 10 to 
30 below in the Dakotas, Montana 
and Minnesota. Highways in north- 
ern Illinois were slippery from 
ice. 

Wahlgren noting he had accu- 
rately predicted the cold spell, 
observed with a chuckle: “For 
once we were right.” 


SHABBY OLD MAN 
OF MYSTERY LEFT 
$500,000 FORTUNE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23 (AP)—A 
shabbily-dressed old man buried 
in a Brooklyn “potter’s field” last 
November was found today to 
have left an apparent fortune in a 
safe deposit box. 

Police said the box contained 
bank books, bonds and stocks 
showing a value of $500,000. How 
he amassed them nobody knows. 
He left no relatives and no will, 
so far as is known. 

Police identified him as Harry 
C. Smith, 84 years old. He lived 
in a dilapidated house in Brook- 
lyn. His home had no bed. His 
clothes were virtually rags. He 
wore two .pairs of trousers at 
once, held up by pins. His shoes 
had holes. 

He slept days and left his home 
at night. Three or four times a 
week he visited his safe deposit 
box at the Pioneer Warehouse in 
Brooklyn. Until his death, no- 
body knew what he had hidden

Five terms in the House pre- 
ceded his election in 1948 to the 
Senate. 

As a Senator he has been an 
Administration supporter on many 
matters. 

At the White House last week 
after a conference with the Pres- 
ident, Kefauver said: “I agree 
with Mr. Truman on most things,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—John 
J. Nangle, Democratic national 
committeeman from Missouri, said 
here today 
President Truman in the White 
House there was no doubt in his 
mind Truman would be a candi- 
date for re-election. 

“I think he'll run,” Nangle told 
reporters at the White House. 


“Will he?” was another question, 
to which Nangle replied “I really 
don’t know.” 

A few days ago in St. Louis 
Nangle had said he would “like 
to see Truman run for the Sen- 
ate next fall against Senator 
James P, Kem,” (Rep.), Kansas 
City, who will be up for re-elec- 
tion; In the same _ interview 
Nangle had said that if Truman 
ran for the Senate, he (Nangle) 
would favor Gov, Adlai Steven- 
son of Illinois as the Democratic 
candidate for the presidency, 


Stevenson Not Discussed. 


Nangle professed not to know 
that Gov. Stevenson had been a 
Blair House guest of the Presi- 
dent last night. He said.Steven- 
son’s name had not come up in 
his conversation with Truman. 

(Stevenson and Truman con- 
ferred for an hour last night in 
Blair House. Afterward, in reply 
to a question, Stevenson said 
they talked about “national and 
international politics, but Ill 
have té leave it up to the Presi- 
dent to say any more about it.”) 


Nangle, asked to explain the 
impression created by his earlier 
statement that Truman might not 
seek renomination but would fa- 
vor Stevenson as his successor on 
the Democratic ticket, said all 
that had happened was that whén 
he was asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter who would be available 
as the Democratic candidate in 
the event man did not seek 
renomination he mentioned Gov, 
Stevenson as “one of the out- 
standing men in public life.” 

Dim View of Kefauver. 

Referring to Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver (Dem.), Tennessee, who is 
expected to announce his candi- 
dacy for the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination later today, Nan- 
gle said: “I don’t think he’s en- 
titled to it on the basis of one 
investigation.” He was referring 
to Kefauver’s chairmanship of 
the Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee. 

Nangle said the Democrats have 
other men who deserve more con- 
sideration if Truman does not 
run. He mentioned Chief Justice 
Vinson, Vice President Alben W. 
Barkley and Stevenson in that 
category. 

“I’m not saying Truman should 
run for the Senate,” Nangle re- 
peated. “We are for him for 
President.”

He said he 
urged the President to run again 
and he “hoped” the Chief Execu- 
tive would do it. 

Both Nangle and Fitzpatrick | 
said, however, they did not get 
any information from the Presi- 
dent about his plans.

TO SEEK SENATE 


Price Administrator 
Makes Announcement 
After Seeing Truman 
—To Run Against 
Bricker if Nominated. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Michael V. DiSalle announced 
today he will quit as Price Ad- 
ministrator to run‘for the United 
States Senate in Ohio. 

Di Salle would. seek the Demo- 
cratic nomination. Senator Brick- 
er, Republican, comes up for re- 
election this year. 

Di Salle said the date he leaves 
the Office of Price Stabilization 


will be determined later. He said 
he might remain for sqme time, 
probably until President Truman 
names a’ successor. 


With Truman 50 Minutes. 

Di Salle made the announce- 
ment after he had talked with 
President Truman at the White 
House for some 50 minutes. There 
had been reports that Di Salle 
might be offered another high 
post in the Truman Administra- 
tion. 

From the White House he went 
to his office, where a press con- 
ference had been scheduled. 

“Well, I’m gonna do it,” Di 
Salle told reporters. 

“It has been a very tough de- 
cision to make, but after weighing 
everything carefully I have de- 
cided to enter the: Democratic 
primary in Ohio. I made up my 
mind five minutes ago.” 

The Ohio Democratic primary 
is to be held May 6. 

Di Salle has been OPS chief 
since Dec. 12, 1950. He resigned 
as Mayor of Toledo to accept the 
post. 

Now 44 years old, he has been 
in politics off and on for about 
iS years, having served in. the 
Ohio Legislature and as council- 
man, vice mayor and mayor of 
Toledo. 

General Counsel Quits. 

Di Salle announced also that 
Harold Leventhal, OPS general 
counsel, has resigned effective 
Jan. 31, Leventhal plans to re- 
sume private law practice in 
Washington. 

He said President Truman was 
“very kind about my decision, He 
said he would like to have me 
stay on as price director, but did 
not want to interfere with any 
personal plans I might have.”

TO CHILDREN URGED 
BY CONGRESS GROUP 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
A congressional committee swg- 
gests the sale of “piggy bonds’”’- 
purchased with children’s ‘pennies 
j-——to encourage juvenile thrift and 
to cope with a coin shortage. 

The suggestion was passed on 
to the Treasury by a House ap- 
propriations subcommittee after 
it heard of the coin shortage 
caused by increased use of metal 
in defense~programs, Author of 
the idea, ‘Representative Siemin- 
ski (Dem.), New Jersey, said the 
“piggy bonds” would cost $3.75 
in pennies and. would pay off $5 
in 10 years. The interest @ate 
would be the same as on Series E 
bonds.

He plans to 
go to Springfield tomorrow to 
make arrangements for an attor- 
ney. and stenographer, and to 
confer with the Governor’s office 
regarding time and place of the 
hearing. 

The commission is authorized 
to subpena witnesses in investi- 
gating mine safety factors.

Landis, with Justice Felix

portant problems involving two 
or more states. 

Donnelly, a lawyer and a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomina- 
tion to return as governor, was a 
member of the Missouri River 
States Committee and of the Mis- 
souri Basin Interagency Commit- 
tee when he was Missouri's chief 
executive in 1945-48. Interagency, 
whieh will hold its regular meet- 
ing here tomorrow, is the volun- 
tary and unofficial co-ordinating 
body for the present development 
program. 

Stone is widely known as an 
expert on western water law and 
has had experience in dealing 
with the series of compacts with 
which Colorado and other states 
have dealt with specialized water 
problems on the Colorado River 
and other streams.

The two men are Carlos Mar- 
cello and Silvestro Carollo, the 
first having served time in At- 
lanta for selling marijuana; the 
second, a leader of the Mafia, 
having been ordered deported. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau 
states that if any details of tax 
delinquency or tax frauds are re- 
vealed to the press or public, the 
leaking official will be subject to 
$10,000 fine and a term in jail. 
This strict secrecy is one reason 
why tax influence has been so 
rife in Washington.

HOW THE RULE WORKS— 
Carlos Marcello of Jefferson par- 
ish, just outside New Orleans, was 
rated by the Kefauver committee 
as the No. 1 bad man of the area. 
He is the associate of Dandy Phil 
Kastel, the partner of Frankie 
Costello, got a year and a day for 
peddling marijuana, and had a 
tax lien slapped on him and his 
brother Vincent for $76,800. 

This tax lien was filed by the 
Internal Revenue Collector ‘on 
May 19, 1939, in order to protect 
the Government in its collection 
of taxes; but there is no record 
as to how that lien was settled. 

Local Deputy Collector John J. 
Sehrt, when queried, said he did 
not know. The records, he said, 
had been destroyed; besides, these 
cases are settled in Washington. 

Against Carollo four tax liens 
were filed in 1945, totaling $62,- 
024. All were marked discharged 
on March 28, 1946. 

Carollo has a lot of political in- 
fluence. Though he served three 
stretches for bootlegging, nar- 
cotics and attempted murder, he 
always got out, and, in the case 
of the murder rap, received a full 
pardon from the governor of 
Louisiana. Later, 1936, when he 
went back to jail on a narcotics 
charge; the Federal Government 
decided he was an undesirable 
citizen and ordered him to Italy, 
only to have Louisiana’s back- 
slapping Congressman Jimmy 
Morrison come to his rescue with 
several private bills to keep him 
in the United States. 

Despite Morrison, Carollo’s rec- 


ord was too black, and he was 


deported, April 30, 1947, only to 
be picked up on July 4, 1950, 
right back in New Orleans.

Many in the area are incensed that the coro- 
ner’s jury made no effort to fix even tentatively 
the responsibility for the explosion. Since State’s 
Attorney Hickman conducted the questioning 
for the 85-year-old Coroner, these miners inevi- 
tably hold Mr. Hickman to account for the action 
of the coroner’s jury. The State’s Attorney's 
answer is to say he stands ready to prosecute, 
but awaits a formal complaint. 

Mr. Hickman does not need to await a formal 
complaint. Gov. Stevenson has said that ‘the 
mine owners were at fault in not following the 
state law on rock dusting and the state was at 
fault in not seeing that the company followed 
the law.” 

That ought to be incentive enough for anyone.

There is just as much of a grand jury case at 
West Frankfort as there was at Centralia. After 
the Centralia blast, officials of the coal company 
were indicted on charges of not complying with 
safety laws. They pleaded no contest and paid 
fines. Two state off.cials were indicted for pal- 
pable omission of duty. 

Why should the Chicago, Wilmington and 
Franklin Coal Co. and present state officials be 
treated any differently if they were equally 
negligent? 

A special prosecutor should be employed only 
as a last resort. An elected official should step 
aside only under extraordinary circumstances. 

If he 
doés, he will put the facts as to responsibility 
for the disaster to a grand jury as sharply as 
President Truman puts responsibility for an 
adequate federal mine. law on Congress.

A Mighty Risky Business 

The city has notified operators of 14 more of 
the so-called “non-fireproof” hotels to show 
cause why their operating permits should not be 
revoked for failure to obey the fire safety code. 
Guests of she establishments are likely to add, 
“and high time, too.” 

But that leaves about 31 other small hotels 
still unaccounted for. At last report they had not 
fully complied with an ordinance that has been 
on the books since last July. Not only is this 
failure unfair to those who have fallen into line; 
it may well be a matter of life or death. Playing 
with fire is a mighty risky business, as the hotel 
operators of all people should know. 
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Eisenhower’s Call to Europe 
In calling for a European constitutional con- 
vention, Gen. Eisenhower has given new empha- 


sis to the argument that, in the long run, Eu- 


répe’s salvation Hes in integration. 

As the general said, a short-run military equi- 
librium can be achieved by an alliance such as 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. But 
many of the barriers dividing Europe will have 
‘to be lowered if the continent is to grow in 
solid strength. 

For all their differences in language. culture 
and economic interests, this has become appar- 
‘ent to many Europeans. Demonstrations of this 
are to be found in the European army command- 
ed by Gen, Eisenhower himself; the Schuman 
plan for industrial integration, the Council of 
Europe at Strasbourg and the plan of the Euro- 
pean foreign minister for the establishment of a 
continental parliament by 1955. | 

No doubt Gen. Eisenhower used the term “‘con- 
stitutional convention” rather loosely. He could 
hardly have had in mind a convention quite like 
the one which met in Philadelphia. to produce 
the Constitution of the United States. Unlike the 
13 colonies, the European nations have not been 
under one crown and they have no Articles of 
Confederation. 

Or perhaps the steps already taken may be 
likened to the articles. The point is that nations 
as old as France and Italy can hardly be ex- 
pected to give up their historical identity, Uni- 
fication for them will be a different process 


’ than it was for the colonies. And the end may 


be more like the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions than like the United Statés. But on funda- 
mentals, it must be effective. 

Ordinarily the achievement of this goal might 
be expected to take a long time. But more than

Mississippi has been buying stock in Laclede 
for the last three years and now is the biggest 
stockholder in that company, with 248,400 shares.

Laclede’s president, Robert Ww. Otto, says Mis- 
sissippi’s maneuver to elect a director in La- 
clede is merely the first step.in an effort to take 
over control of the company. Mississippi's presi- 
dent, William G. Marbury, says this:may be so. 
His company, Mr. Marbury. says, hag not made 
up its mind whether to take over contro! of 
Laclede. or to stop with the election of one direc- 
tor, or to sell its Laclede stock if it can | Bet an 
attractive price. 

Mississippi is at this moment trying to increase 
by 27 per cent the price at which it sells natural 
gas to Laclede wholesale. It is against the inter- 
ests of Laclede, and against the interests of its 
313,000 residential customers—to whose bills 
$2,180,00(- a year would be -added—for this in- 
crease to be allowed. 

Mississippi has applied to the Federal Power 
Commission for permission to make the increase. 
Laclede has been the. principal witness opposing 
the increase. If Mississippi: were to control La- 
clede, the consumers would lose their principal 
witness whenever Mississippi wanted to increase 
the wholesale prices it charges Laclede. 


With 8.2 per cent of Laclede’s stock in its - 


hands, Mississippi is close to being a holding 
company, for the Securities: and Exchange Com- 
mission treats ownership of 10 per cent of a 
company’s stock as effective control. Whether 
Mississippi can exercise control over Laclede 
with its present stock holdings, and whether it 
will increase its holdings to or beyond the 10 
per cent mark, are questions to which we do not 
know the answer. Mr. Marbury said last May 
that his company had an order with brokers to 
buy Laclede stock within certain price limits. 

If Mississippi should obtain as much as 10 per 
cent of Laclede’s stock, it would be a holding 
company by legal definition. If it should obtain 
control with its present stock holding it would be 
a holding company in fact. 

The holding company device has been abused 
so much, and so much against the public inter- 
est, that national policy now is against it. St. 
Louis is seeing currently, in the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co., owned by a holding company, 
National City Lines, still another demonstration 
of the undesirability of holding companies. 

As the community's gas utility itself says: 

Only a few years ago Laclede emerged 
from an unfortunate period of holding com- 
pany control in which its standing in the 
community and in financial circles was very 
low. We are proud of Laclede's record as an 
independent company. Our financial position 
has gradually changed from weakness to 
strength and we are now in a strong posi- 


tion to finance future construction costs 
economically. 


Does St. Louis, struggling with one problem 
created by holding company control on its pub- 
lic transit system, want at the same time to see 
holding company control established over its gas 
supply? 
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Maybe Not So Smart. 

The current Missouri Legislature has produced 
its lowest sample of peckerwood politics in the 
issue of congressional redistricting, and the 
Democrats are responsible for it. 

By jamming through a lopsided bill for 11 
new districts, the Democratic majority thought 
to assure themselves nine of the congressional 
seats. Probably the Republicans would have done 
no better—their indignant complaints have been 
on purely political grounds. But the fact is that 
the Democrats wrote the bill and passed it. 

In doing so they had the gall to ignore the 
Constitutional requirement that congressional 
districts be ds nearly equal in population as 
practicable. They declared it was all right with 
them if a St. Louis Congressman represented 
428,000 voters while an outstate Congressman 
represented only 276,000. Urban voters know 
who short-changed their representation. 

But that is not all. A bill can only go into ef- 
fect 90 days after the start of a 30-day legisla- 
tive recess, So in rushing on with their power 
grab the Democrats got another recess, thereby 
blocking action on other major legislation. They 
set a slow fuse to highway legislation of import- 
ance to the whole state and other measures. They 
added to the duration and expense of a. Legisla- 
ture that already has Jasted more than a year. 

It would be poetic jastice, at least, if in the 
end the Democrats found all their rough tactics 
were in vain. For the Republicans expect to de- 
mand a November referendum on the redistrict- 
ing plan. That would hold up the plan and all 
Congressmen would have to be elected at large, 
winning party to take all. And can the Democrats 
confidently state which party will win next fall?

With his memory refreshed, the Cabinet officer 
quickly retracted his lie charge and “apologized .

Does anyone think that Denis Delaney would 
now be convicted of a crime for which he may 
be sent to prison for 18 years and fined a total 
of $37,500 if Judge Moore, out herein St. Louis, 
had not blasted open the “channels” which the 
Justice and Teseqey qeperinents sought to keep 
intact?

EViL UNDER THE SUN... by Anton Myrer. 

Mouse; 373 pgs. $3.50.) 

The é¢vil under Anton Myrer’s sun oc- 
curs in a small Eastern seaboard village 
called Capetown (which resembles in de- 
tail Provincetown, Mass.), where a group 
of esthetically saturated. young men and 
women writers and painters gather for 
the summer ostensibly to practice and 
develop their arts, but more often to 
show off their’ intellects to one another 
in Freudian and post-Freudian dialects, 
to examine libidos and practice disinhibi- 
tion, and to throw an orgiastic drunken 
brawl of a party which sums up the mass 
wickedness of the Cape colony. ° 


The evildoers, definitely in the major- 
ity in this novel, are aligned with Alan 
Marsden, editor of the avant-garde maga- 
zine Mephisto, and write off their amor- 
ality with long excursions into psychologi- 
cal phenomena—traumas, drives, Gestalt 
reactions, and so forth. On a lower in- 
tellectual level they have their parallel, 
without their textvook justifications, in the 
person of Manuei da Rosa, an indigent 
fisherman who daydreams of glorious feats 
as a big-league ballplayer. 

Countering Marsden and the Mephisto 
neurotics are Mike Doyle and Paul Kit- 
tering, who have come out of the late war 
certain that international violence has 
roots in the individual antagonisms within 
society, and that evil and cruelty must be 
defeated there. Doyle wants to put his 
attitude on canvas. Kittering is more 
vocal and he achieves some measure of 
success after the Walpurgis Night episode 
by forgiving the maniacal fisherman for 
nearly blinding him..

There is so much surface brilliance to 
“Evil Under the Sun” that one is blinded 
momentarily to several serious shortcom- 
ings. Mr. Myrer. who is 28 and has never 
before published a novel, approaches mas- 
tery of the inner monologue. Passages, 
particularly those relating to the house- 
keeper watching the artists cutting up and 
to the fisherman’s mental wanderings, re- 
semble the best of Joyce, to whom the 
author admits his debt. And one agrees 
that amorality in modern society is a most 
worthy subject for literary enterprise. 


But is this segment of society influen- 
tial enough to come anywhere near direct- 
ing the course of persons wholly outside 
the arts? And if it were, would it not 
be more in line with the verities ef fife 
to show us the influence in familiar cir- 
cumstances? We can only infer that what 
these people might have written or painted 
could have had some effect on the world 
away from the Cape.

“OMETIMES you are suddenly waked> up, and in the most un- 

expected way, to the recognition that you are living in a com- 

pletely new and strange era—though we have been in this one, 
you realize when you consider it, for quite some time. 


In such an unexpected way you 
come to see it, for instance, as 
reading the calm, unemotional 
Pages, one after another, about 
one subject after another, in such 
a staid document as the budget 
message of the President to the 
Congress of the United States.

A Sobering Thought. 


This military aspect will be 
ours for a long time—or as Presi- 
dent Truman put it prosaically 
in his message: 

“It is likely that we shall have 
to maintain relatively large mili- 
tary forces for a long time to 
come.” 

Four years ago, in January, 
1948, when President Truman 
submitted the budget for the fis- 
cal year 1949, he said:

No Moral Drawn.

of itself, was sobering enough. 
The President did not draw any 
moral this time, or advise any 
“sobering thoughts.”

1954—the date is getting put off 
further and further into the fu- 
ture. By then, he said, we would 
have reached most of our planned 
military expansion. His message 
throughout was grim, cold, me- 
thodical. so that it all seems to 
have become a habit with him. 


Full-Time Soldiering. 


Being soldiers was once part 


time among us, an occasional job 
that had to be done. How this all 
has changed was reflected in the 
President’s recommendation that 
pay of soldiers be increased to 
equal that of civilian employes ‘of 
the Government, and that cover- 
age of the old-age and survivors 
insurance system be extended to 
all mémbeérs of the armed serv- 


ices. 

All fair and just, but indicating 
the permanence of the soldier in 
our life how,’ as was suggested 
also when he spoke about how all 
qualified young men will - begin 
to enter military service for six 
months, beginning in 1953, if the 
Universal Military Training pro- 
gram is approved by Congress.

Bureau of Labor Statistics con- 
firmed yesterday President Tru- 
man’s indication in his budget 
‘message that an entirely new 
consumer's price index (cost-of- 
living index) would be adopted 
beginning next January.

‘This feature, coupled with the 
rifling, plus the long barrel, were 
‘the factors in the gun’s accuracy, 
j;at 150 to 200 yards. | 
._, This gun was referred to as the 
“Kentucky” rifle and made fa- 
;mous by Daniel Boone and his 
jpioneers, although most of them 
;were made in Pennsylvania. Swiss 
jand German gunsmiths standard- 
‘ized the 50-odd brass, wood and 
‘iron parts and one smith could 
‘turn out a rifle each week—prob- 
-ably the nation’s first experience 
in mass production. Stocks were 
of maple, cherry or walnut. The 
trigger, hammer and barrel were 
hand-forged and they were bored 
and reamed with either a straight- 
cut or spiral rifled grooves. The 
European makers of firearms had 
believed that a gun -nust have a 
large bore to be effective. Most 
of their! guns were an inch or 
more in bore and their recoil was 
comparable to the kick of & Mis- 
souri mule. The American gun- 
smiths reduced the bore of the 
Long Rifle to one-half inch and 
even smaller and thus reduced 
the recoil, saved powder, and the 
huntsman had 36 accurate shots 
out of a pound of lead instead of 
only 10 inaccurate ones from the 
European-made guns. 
Gun Used During War. 


Peter Leman and Jacob Dickert 
were two of the outstanding gun- 
smiths who hand-forged these 
guns, although scores of Dutch, 
Swiss and German craftsmen, who 
had emigrated to this country and 
settled in Pennsylvania, also 
turned them out in quantity. The 
Dickert rifles were noted for 
their superior workmanship and 
accuracy and were engraved, “J. 
Dickert,” on the barrel. Peter 
Leman was a Swiss emigrant and, 
as early as 1721, was making 
these guns on order at Hickory 
Town, some 70 miles west of 
Philadel»vhia.

SHE DIDN’T RUN very far, just two blocks from 
home to a studio where she could study acting, 
and she rejoined the family every evening for 
dinner. But-it meant she had taken her first steps 
on an uphill, rocky glory road. 

“But that’s so far in the past,” she says. “Let’s 
talk about this show. Have you seen Estelle Win- 
wood? She’s beautiful. I think if someone painted 
her face it would be as famous as the Mona 
Lisa. And she’s such a lovely person. 

“When I joined the show she gave me a plant 
for my dressing- room, That was two weeks ago 
but it’s still beautiful. I think it’s because she 
gave it to me, because she herself loves flowers 
so much.” 

“And Dennis King and Reginald Denny are just 
magnificent. In one scene where Dennis is seated 
behind a desk he keeps directing me like an 
orchestra leader. If he wants more emphasis on 
@ word or a phrase, that’s how’ he lets me know.” 
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FAR FROM BEING angered or insulted at tak- 
ing direction from a colleague on stage, Julie 
Haydon thrives on it. On top of the heap for a 
good long time now, she is still studying and still 
learning her craft. She seldom has time to do 
anything outside the theater, so busy is she work- 
ing on the show. With two weeks of the tour 
behind her, she still studies the book every day 
and even during the show when she’s off-stage. 


A confusing play to many in the audience who 
have tried to interpret Author Eliot’s meaning, 
“The Cocktail Party” means more to Miss Haydon 
every time she goes on stage. Ask her for her 
own interpretation, she merely points to Eliot’s 
statement in the program notes, that the message 
each person takes away with him depends on what 
he has brought to the theater, that it will mean 
one thing to one viewer, something entirely differ- 
ent to another.

BORN IN OAK PARK, ILL., Miss Haydon 
claims Hollywood as her home town as she went 
there with her parents when she was 7. Her 
father had edited the Oak Leaves, a community 
news-magazine in the Chicago suburb and went 
west to launch Holly Beaves in the movie capital. 

“I never wanted to be a writer, even though I 
had my own newspaper when I was in school,” 
Miss Haydon says. “But that is working too hard. 
It’s much easier to be an actress. You only work 
24 hours a day this way.” 

The years between her first speech lessons and 
her big breaks on Broadway were shadowed with 
heartache. Every time it looked as though she had 
turned the corner and found success, another 
barrier was suddenly in her way. 

Like the time one of her early tours ended in 
disaster when the trailer carrying all the scenery 
and costumes rolled down a hill and was destroyed. 

Or the time she discovered, after movie success 
seemed to be in her grasp, that she was being 
groomed to succeed Ann Harding. 

“1 didn’t think I even looked like her,” she said, 
although with her blond hair, parted in the cen- 
ter and drawn back into a knot, she does resemble 
the former screen star. 
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IN REBELLION—not at Miss Harding whom 
she likes and admires tremendously, but at being. 
hired merely to step into another’s roles—she cut 
her hair and marched into the executive offices of 


the studios. 
“I got fired,” she laughs. “But those things are 


to be expected in the theater. You know you'll be 
out of work or the play will fold or something. 
And it’s really fun.” 

Her top Broadway successes have been “The 
Glass Menagerie,” “The Time Of Your Life” and

“The Less Said, the Better”’— 
There’s Irish in It! 

F one stops to listen critically 
to these words, it becomes ap- 

parent that they exist in popu- 
lar speech by force of usage 
rather than grammatical correct- 
ness. For “less” is an adjective 
or adverb of quantity, not a sub- 
stantive, that is, not a noun. You 


would not refer to ‘“‘a less’ —then - 


why “the less’? It is repeated 
usage in common speech which 
supplies an understood noun, as 
“The less words you say,” or 
“the fewer.” 

The proverb is one of the most 


eloquent maxims in the virtue of | 


brevity in speech, and it smacks 
of a long history in English.

For three long minutes, I raked 
up all the old discarded argu- 
‘Ments of Sam Abelow, Art Solo- 
mon and the “Daily Worker.” I 
blasted the “Wall Street monopo- 
lists who are dragging this coun- 
try into war.” I raged against co- 
operation of any kind with the 
“imperialist” British, French and 
Dutch, I sounded off against the 
munitions makers and the indus- 
trialists who “have everything to 
gain and nothing to lose by em- 
broiling the world in a bloody 
war.”

HE meeting turned into a near 

riot, directed primarily at me. 

Speaker after speaker ripped 
my arguments to shreds. At last, 
some one proposed that the reso- 
lution offered by Sam Abelow be 
adopted, and further debate cur- 
tailed.

“Mr. Chairman,” I said in dul- 
cet tones, “I wish to second the 
motion of the delegate from Dor- 
chester.” Then the sun _ burst 
forth. Arthur Solomon jumped 
up and Shook my hand. Faces 
that were turned in my direction 
broke into smiles. 

My willingness to embrace the 
party line was apparently the 
stripe which the Communists 
were waiting for me to show.

Boston Youth for Victory Coun- 
cil, a group whose origins were 
obscure. I wanted to see what 
happened, and I felt the F.B.I.

also. 

Circumstances combined to 
make my job easy. The members 
of the Young Communist League 
who worked so avidly to worm 
their way into control of the 
Youth for Victory program were 
smothered under an avalanche of 
response from young idealistic 
non-Communists, led by astute 
and experienced figures in the 
youth field. I recall Miss Emilie 
Everett, chairman of the Adult 
Advisory Committee for Youth 
Work at the Boston Council of 
Social Agencies; Harry  Bur- 
roughs, of the Burroughs News- 
boys Foundation; Carl Wetherell, 
head of the Boston Young Men’s 
Christian Union—Carl was now 
supported and cultivated, in vain, 
by the Communists, who had pre- 
viously cordially hated him for 
his espousal of aid to Britain be- 
fore the June turnabout; and 
another, the Rev. Augustine C. 
Dalton of the Catholic Youth Or- 
ganization. 

More than 250 youth organiza- 
tions piled on the win-the-war 
bandwagon, and under the con- 
trolling influence of good people 
the Communist infiltration en- 
joyed only limited success. 
Another factor which militated 
against them, of course, was the 
direct entrance of the United 
States in the war at Pearl Har- 
bor. The Communists were never 
able to secure control of the 
Youth for Victory program. 

There were other reasons for 
their failure. The social workers 
of the city insisted that any ac- 
tivity of importance to the war 
should be co-ordinated with and

NOTHER group which I was

Committee for Equal Opportuni- 
ties, an organization purportedly 
devoted to the welfare of the 
Negro people of the community.

Guilt and Mercy 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


OST of the mental dis- 
M orders of the modern world 

are traceable to a hidden 
sense of guilt. When guilt is 
not faced as guilt and atoned 
for, it comes out in various 
oblique ways; for example, in 
blaming others, in nagging, in 
slandering. By accusing others 


one hopes to escape self-accusa- ° 


tion. 

What concerns us here is not 
so much that fact as how we 
ought to react to such people. 
And that brings us to the sub- 
ject of mercy. 

Mercy is related to goodness, 
but ‘the difference is this:: Mercy 
implies wretchedness, sin, and 
guilt, but goodness does not. 
God is always good but He 
was not merciful in action un- 
til our evil appeared needing 
His compassion. Mercy is a 
free act, an unmerited grace 
to the deserving and the guilty. 
Mercy and merit never exist 
together. 

©« me 


MANY MODERN MINDS 
deny sin and guilt, but they 
cannot deny the effects of sin. 
They appear as psychoses, neu- 
roses, fears, .anxiety, melan- 
choly, and despair. If they only 
knew the true psychology of 
the human heart, they would 
crave pardon from God and 
thus would find release. From 
the connection between one’s 
sin and the need of punish- 
ment arises one’s need of 
mercy. The Publican who 
struck his breast saying: “‘Lord, 
be merciful unto me, a sinner,” 


was uttering the prayer of poor, | 


sinful, perishing. humanity. 

In the presence of the holi- 
ness of God we shrink back at 
the sight of our wretchedness, 
but in the. consciousness of His 
loving Mercy we boldly go forth 
seeking pardon. If we violate 
a physical law there is no 
mercy for us. The air will not 
bear him up who defies gravi- 
tation and throws himself off a 
building. But for violation of 
the moral laws there is mercy 
provided we desist from evil 
and do Renee 


ADAM SMITH who wrote the 
book that launched the philoso- 
phy of capitalism once wrote on 
this subject: 

“Man, when about to appear 
before a king of infinite per- 
fection, can feel but little con- 
fidence in his own merit, or in 
the imagined propriety of his 
own conduct. To such a being 
he can scarce imagine that his 
littleness and weakness should 
ever seem to be the proper ob- 
ject of either esteem or regard. 
But he can easily conceive how 
the numberless violations of 
duty of which he has been guil- 
ty should render him the object 


of aversion and purlehiaenit: 
hor can he see any reason why 
the Divine indignation should 
not be let loose without any re- 
straint upon so vile an insect 
as he is sensible that he him- 
self must be. If he would still 
hope for happiness, he is con- 


scious that he cannot demand it ~ 


from the justice, but that he 
must,entreat it from the mercy 
of God. Repentance, sorrow, 
contrition, humiliation, at the 
thought of his past conduct 
are, upon this account, the sen- 
timents which become him, and 
seem to be the only ones he has 
left of appeasing that wrath 


- Which he has so justly pro- 


voked.” 

Adam Smith wrote this when 
the general atmosphere of the 
world was more religious than 
it is today, which also accounts 
for the fact that theré was less 
need of psychiatrists and psy- 
choanalysts in those days. 

A plea for mercy, flooding 
out of a-contrite heart, would 
save many a diseased mind, and 
would, incidentally, be far less 
expensive. . 

A very distinguished man in 
the musical world came to see 
me recently, telling me that he 
had a great yearning for God 
which he could not well ex- 
press because of his want of re- 
ligion and his background of 
atheism, The psychiatrist rec- 
ommended to him a “shock 
treatment” to cure him of his 
“illusion.” 

* * 

CONSCIENCE. plays many 
tricks on man when he at- 
tempts to escape from its-judg- 
ments. It begets a sense of 
guilt and a need of reparation 
when it is allowed its normal 
expression. But. when stifled, 
explained away, or drowned in 
alcoholism, conscience has ‘to 
operate through the back door. 
When the guilt is conscious, it 
is normal; when it is repressed 
or denied and therefore made 
unconscious, it seeks some ab- 
normal expression in aggres- 
siveness, ¢gotism or hatred. If 
minds would only keep before 
them the Mercy of God, they 
would not need to deny their 
guilt, but would seek to have 


their . offenses pardoned and. 


make reparation for them. 

But mercy is required not 
only by those who have a re- 
pressed sense of gufit, but also 
by those who are the victims of 
the harshness .and misjudg- 
ments of such people. They 
need mercy

THANKS TO BETTER public 
health work, Italy has a lower 
death rate than it had 12 years 
ago, The birth rate is about twice 
the death rate, and this means @ 
growth in population.
